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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Dorton discussed the prior art with respect to claim 23 and the 
limitation of receiving information wirelessly and using that intormation to set a parameter in a controller for a hot melt 
system. The Bright reference was discussed in that it does not show an automated information (process parameters) 
input rather a manual input and the Allen reference directed to hot melt ink jet cartriages does not remedy the 
deficiences of the Bright reference. The Examiner agreed that the Allen reference does not teach or suggest using a 
barcode which is better than automating in a hot melt adhesive system therefore the rejection would be withdrawn. In 
regards to the Strickland reference the date of the reference is after that of the present application and the provisional 
application does not provide support for using the barcode over manual data input. Claim 23 language was also 
discussed with regards to the controller receiving the information and then a system condition is set. Mr.Dorton agreed 
to clarify the claim language to include that the controller receives and uses the information to set a process parameter.
